ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 


R. J. HUTCHINGS OF CALGARY 


Everyone in Alberta, and for the matter of that in Western 
Canada, knows R. J. Hutchings of the Great West Sadddlery 
Company, Calgary. Mr. Hutchings is a big man, physically, 
financially, and shall we say—-spiritually.

Mr. Hutchings and Senator Lougheed, as he then was, held 
meeting at various places, in the Mormon Tabernacles, and little 
red school houses. 

On one occasion Mr. Hutchings was conducting a meeting at 
the school house in a place called Etna, right under the shadow 
of Chief Mountain. There was a goodly assemblage of Mormon 
farmers and range riders in high heeled boots and jingling spurs, 
and a number of the ladies were also present.

Mr., Hutchings made a very vigorous and patriotic speech 
and at its conclusion some local orators engaged in a wordy duel. 
They called each other all kinds of names, and on one occasion 
the local school teacher jumped up to' make some remarks and 
was pulled back into his seat by his coat tails. At the conclusion 
of the meeting the chairman called upon a brother by name to 
_¢lose the proceedings with prayer; and one of the most belliger- 
ent of the interrupters responded. He prayed at some length 
and with considerable fervor and thanked God for every bless- 
ing he could think of, and, particularly named Mr. Hutchings 
in his petitions. 

J. Hutchings came to Winnipeg in 1884 where he work- 
ed with his brother E. F. Hutchings who was engaged in the 
saddlery business at that time.

He was, for some time vice-presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade and was president of the amalgamat- 
ed Boards of Trade of Canada. He is vice-president of the 
Motor Car Supplies Company; president of the General Supply 
Company; vice-president of the Security Trust Co.; president of 
the Alberta Saddlery Company, Lethbridge; and also president 
of the T. Hutchinson Company, also. of Lethbridge. He is a 
director of the Crowfoot Farming Company and of the Western 
Stock Ranches, In the latter concern he takes a great deal of 
active interest; it is one of the most successful live stock com- 
panies in Western Canada and has been a pioneer in the sheep 

usiness, They specialize in Oxfords, jus usually have from 
eight to fourteen thousand head of sheep on the range. 

These are but a tithe of the activities in which Mr. Hutching® 
is engaged. He is a splendid citizen. He is in the very prime of 
his business and physical life and there should be many more 
years of usefulness and activity before him, He is a real citizen 
of Western Canada.

Ireland will be taken over by 
courtmartial. even to the extent 
of settling civil disputes, infliction 
of fines and _ the binding of accus- 
ed persons over to keep the peace, 
under the terms of the new Irish 
bill which was made _ public re- 
cently. 


Military courts will also take 
over the duties of coroners, and 
twill have the power to decide 
cases without jury.

He must be appointed by the 
Viceroy from a list approved by 
the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, or 
the Lord Chief Justice of England.

A Lethbridge despatch says: 

R&ins have been. fairly 
general in this part of the 
province during the past month, 
precipitation for the month being 
the heaviest for July since 1916, 
the total being 2.59.

A SPLENDID WORK’ 


In the years to come the citizens of this Western couniry’ 


will have serious cause for recrimination and reproach against 
the governments of Saskatchewan and Alberta. They are mak- 
ing little or no effort to preserve the history of the country, and 
what is being done today has fallen into private hands. 

Mr. Edmund Taylor, of the firm of Lougheed and Taylor, 
of Calgary, is doing a great work in preserving the history and 
traditions of the North West since the time of the explorers and 
fur traders. He has been successful in persuading the Hudson's 
Bay Co. of London to establish a history department, and work 
is now carried on aggressively. It is the intention of the company 
to collect mementoes of the early days, such as weapons, imple- 
ments, and Indian dresses, and form a permanent museum 
where these things will he displayed for the edification of future 
generations. At least one expedition has already been sent 
north under the management of a former officer of the Hudson's 
Bay Co., and many historical trophies have been secured: | 

Great attention is also being paid to the stories and tradi- 
tions of the country. Every old timer who has a story to tell is 
encouraged to relate it, and statements have been checked up in 
a careful manner, so that a considerable degree of accuracy is 
being obtained. 5 

Mr. Taylor himself is taking a tremendous interest in. this 
work which will entitle him to the gratitude of posterity. 


IRRIGATION 


There is-nothing of greater importance to the great region 
of Southern Alberta which lies between the Red Deer River and 
the national boundary, than irrigation. , 

The.C.P.R., of course, have done wonders in this direction, 
but the obvicus destiny of the country is to come under the 
influence of a great irrigation system—to make water accessible 
to all portions. of it. 

There has been some difficulty in respect to the irrigation 
districts of Southern Alberta, owing to the provincial government 
being reluctant to do certain financing which the farmers desired. 

‘-W. W. Buchanan, the member for Lethbridge, has been 
endeavoring with some degree of success to interest the federal 
authoritiés in this work. It is understood that Premier Meighen 
promises consideration in this respect. 


It is very gratifying to learn that Sir James Lougheed, the 


new minister of the interior, is taking the matter up very vigor- 
ously, and has suggested a round table conference between the 
federal and provincial authorities and other people interested, 
with a view to a solution of this most important problem. 

There is no one who understands the needs of Western 
Alberta better then Sir James, and his sympathetic co-operation 
and intelligent work may be counted upon. 


LEAN YEARS 

Last year was a lean year for most of Western Canada, but 
despite the fact that in certain portions of Saskatchewan crops 
are not as uniform as might be desired, over most of Western 
Canada the fruitfulness of the soil this year is apparently going 
to make up for last year’s shortage. _ 

There always will be some lean years, but the average is 
—as it always will be—good. We cannot expect bumper crops 
all the time, and it behooves the careful farmer to make provi- 
sion for the lean years, and this is the entire secret of agricul- 
tural success. 

In the stock country the man who has been most success- 
ful is the rancher who always has some hay left over, and who 
keeps some permanent stacks as an insurance against 
bad weather. When an emergency strikes him, he is ready for it. 

We got our first record of lean years from the history of 
Joseph in Scripture, and ever since that time history has repeat- 
ed itself. In all great agricultural regions therefore we should 
be forehanded; and if we make proper provision these lean years 
will have little dread for us. : 


/ INDUSTRIES IN WESTERN CANADA 


We have alluded on several occasions to the necessity for 
establishing industries in Western Canada. We ought to be the 
chief region for the’ manufacture of cereal products, but there 
are other things as well. We have great deposits of potter's clay, 
most suitable for manufacture. There are many points 


in the west where industries aiong this line could be estab- 
lished, and were it taken hold of in a vigorous and intelligent 
manner, the country might easily acquire a reputation for the 
excellence of this product.

Pioneers will. remember, while 
those who are not pioneers must 
be told, that in the days of which 
we are writing it was much more 
difficult than even at the present 
time to procure or bring into this 
new country int6picants of any 
description w er. 


Some Authority 


From the western boundary of 
Manitoba to the foothills of the 
Rocky Mountains, and from the 
International boundary to the 
northern” limits of | civilization, 
there was but one man with au- 
thority to say whether his fellow 
countrymen should, or should not, 
quench their thirst with strong 
waters. : 

That man was the Honorable 
Edgar Dewdney, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the North West Terri- 
tories, 

The modus operandi was cum- 


bersome and_ vexatious to the 
would-be purchaser, who must 
first be recommended to his Hon- 
or g,enerally by a Justice of the 
Peace, or minister of the Gospel, 
as a person worthy of the privi- 
lege of bringing intoxicants into 
the Territories. __ 

The customer forwarding this 
recommendation would ~ specify 
the brand and quantity desired. 

His Honor, if in his judgment 
the privilege asked for should be 
granted, issued Ris ‘‘permit'’ for 
the importation of such limited 
supply as he deemed advisable— 
not always the maximum of the 
quantity requested. : 

This permit would then be 
sent to some liquor vendor out- 
side of the Territories, usually at 
Winnipeg, and for purposes ‘of 
inspection of the police it must be 
securely attached to the shipment. 
A consignment of liquor without 
this permit was promptly confis- 
cated and poured out. 

With this digression let us .xre- 
turn to our Mountie friends at the 
Moosomin hotel.

Pioneer residents of Qu'Appel- 
le will recall that in the early 
eighties there stood on a little 
knoll, not far west of the C.P.R. 
station, a frame building occu, 
pied by a small detachment of | 
the Mounted Police. 

At almost the precise hour 
when the two policemen left the 
express car at Moosomin a knock 
was heard on the door of the | 
Qu'Appelle barracks. 

Come" was the response in- 
dicative of the informality of | 
the times. Entered a tall, well 
set-up man of perhaps twenty-five 
years of age. 

Clearly he was no stranger 
judging by the salutations and 
handshakes extended all round. 

“Well Mose -where have you 
strayed from this. cold night?” 
was asked. : 

“Oh, | just blew’ in from Davin 
en foot. Glad you have supper 
teady. I am as hungry as an In- 
dian.” 

After ample justice had been 
done to the bacon, bannock, and 
milkless black tea, the cups were) 
filled again and’ pipes were light- 
ed. Songs and stories were the 
order of the night, “‘and jokes 
went round and harmless chat.” 

As time passed’ it was noted} 
that the guest was not in-his wsual 
good ‘spirits. 

“T say, Mose, what has come 
over you,"’ asked a younger mem- 
ber of the party. “We have not 
had. a song or story from you to- 
night.”” : 

“Well, Tom,"’. was the reply, 
“Iam right glad you asked me, 
because | was at a loss to know 
how to break the news to you fel- 
lows or let you know my errand 
into town through this zero 
weather,” 

All listened in silence. ““Well 
fellows,’’ continued Mose, “I have 
had bad news. My youngest 
brother died in Winnipeg two 
days ago and his remains will ar- 


rive here on the midnight  ex- 
press. : 

“So I am going to ask a fayor, 
Corporal,"’ addressing the officer 
in charge, ‘Will you allow nie to 
keep the body here until morning. 
A sleigh will then come in from 
Davin where we are going to lay 
the poor boy to rest.’ ;

racks was at his service in his 
hour of sorrow, 

The train was met by Mose 
and six policemen with the neces- 
sary transport. With due de- 
corum the remains were convey- 
ed to a private room where the 
afflicted brother was left alone 
with his dead: 

A Spiritual Body 

Some minutes later Mose en- 
tered the living room and with 
much solemnity asked whether 
any of the boys would like a last 
look on the face of the deceased. 

Sympathetically all gathered 
around the bier, quietly the cas- 
ket was opened and the assemb- 
led friends gazed into a coffin 
filled with — alternate layers of 
bottles containing rye and ‘good 
Séotch whiskey. Curtain.

"In the first years of his inspee- 
torate he was accompanied on 
these trips by Mrs. Waisworth 
with thé result that hé was known 
among the Indians as ““The-Man- 
Who- Takes-His-Wife-Along.”’ 

During the season of 1887 Mr. 
Wadsworth's driver and handy 
mart was no other than our friend 
Mose of the Qu’Appelle whiskey 
episode. 

The season was a busy one. 
Visits had been made to the 
Blackfeet, Bloods,. Piegans, . and 
Sarcees of the West, to the Cree 
reservations at Battleford, Saddle 
Lake and Onion Lake, and at the 
approach of winter the Inspector 
found himself at Duck Lake ag- 
ency. 

Here he decided to break camp 
for the winter and to come out to 
the main line of the first mail 
stage going south. 

Securing comfortable winter 
quarters for his man Mose, and 
leaving - in his charge the four 
horses and outfit, he went East to 
spend the winter between Toron- 
to and Ottawa, visiting his family 
and compiling his annual report. 


A Lonely” Bachelor 


Left to himself, with the pros- 
pect of a long winter before him 
it was no wonder that Mose be- 
came restive and lonesome, and 
at once began to lay plans for 
improving his environment. 

Why should he further post- 
pone his marriage, which was to 
take place at Davin in the follow- 
ing spring? Why waste the win- 
ter idly knocking his heels to- 
gether instead of bringing his 
bride to spend their honeymoon 
in the little cottage on the banks 
of the South Saskatchewan? 

Through the medium of the 
Indian agent permission was 
sought from the head office for 
use of the Government horses to 
make the long 250 mile drive to 
Davin, the home of his fiancee. 

_Proverbially love's course does 
not run, smooth, This case was 
no exception. For reasons con- 
sidered good and sufficient the 
Commissioner's consent was not 
given. ; 

But “Love laughs at law and 
knows no © barriers.” Mose 
could not get offical consent he 
would go without it. 

e local agent, doubtful of 
his authority, did nothing to pre- 
vent the course Mose had decid- 
ed upon, but three days after his 
departure the agent, thinking his 
own scalp in danger, wired to 
Regina: “Mose gone to Davin 
with four horse team and light 
bobs.” Before officialdom could 
move the happy pair had started 
north on their bridal tour. 

Retribution 

On the afternoon of the sec- 
ond day a halt was made at the 
Touchwood agency where the 
customary hospitality of the time 
was heartily extended. Late in 
the evening Mr. Keith called Mose 
into his office and handed him a 
Regina telegram, reading, ‘‘In- 
dian Agent, Touchwood. _Inter- 
cept Elliott, relieve him of horses 
and. outfit,” 

With the simple statement 
from the agent,.“‘l have just put 
a new lock on the stable door,” 
the incident was closed officially. 

By the next mail stage the party 
returned south calling en route at 
Fort Qu'Appelle. The writer 
has a vivid recollection of their 
arrival there. Other Indian De- 

artment-officials, including agents 
eith and Wright, were present. 

Mose bore. gooll-naturedly the 
inevitable chafhng and took his 
medicine standing up. 

The next spring he went West, 


bought a horse ranch, and has 
since amassed a fortune.
